In response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request submitted to Winchester, VA., 
enclosed are processed documents responsive to your request. 

Material consisting of 2 pages has been reviewed pursuant to Title 5, U.S. Code, Section 552 and 
this material is being released to you in its entirety with no excisions being made by the FBI. 

Records (87-HQ-24830, 87-HQ-65399, 87-HQ-70595 and 95-HQ-147173), which may be 
responsive to your FOIA request, were destroyed between March 1, 1990 and December 1, 1994. Since 
this material could not be reviewed, it is not known if it was responsive to your request. The retention and 
disposal of records are governed by statute and regulation under the supervision of the National Archives 
and Records Administration (NARA), Title 44, United States Code, Section 3301 and Title 36, Code of 
Federal Regulations, Chapter 12. Sub-chapter B, Part 1228. The FBI Records Retention Plan and 
Disposition Schedules have been approved by the United States District Court for the District of Columbia 
and are monitored by NARA. 

Additionally, a record that may be responsive to your Freedom of Information Act request has been 
transferred to the National Archives. You may desire to direct a request to the National Archives, 8601 
Adelphi Road, College Park, MD 20740-6001 . Please reference the file number 31 -HQ-22698. 

Unfortunately, we are unable to access the manual indices of FBI Headquarters, for the last name 
of Pameleo, at this time as they are currently being prepared for automation. 

Lastly, it is unnecessary to adjudicate your fee waiver request because there are no assessable 

fees. 


Although no denials were made to your request, we are required to inform you that you are entitled 
to file an administrative appeal if you so desire. Appeals should be directed in writing to the Director, Office 
of information Policy, U.S. Department of Justice, 1425 New York Avenue, NW, Suite 11050, Washington, 
D.C. 20530-0001 . Your appeal must be received by OIP within sixty (60) days from the date of this letter in 
order to be considered timely. The envelope and the letter should be clearly marked "Freedom of 
Information Appeal." Please cite the FOlPA Request Number assigned to your request so that it may be 
identified easily.
